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IN A RAIN OF IRON 
MANY MET DEATH 


SEVEN M E N INSTANTLY KILLED 
IN TEXAS. 


Fatal Boiler Explosion In a Lumber 
Mill at Dodcette— Building at San 
Frat cisco Collapses— Five Bodies 
Taken From the Ruins—Fire Adds 
Honor to the Accident. 


Woodville, Texas, June 23.—At Bou­ 
chette, thre miles north of Woodville, 
at 7 o’clock Monday morning, the tram 
Engine boiler of the Nebraska Lumber 
company, exploded, kiling seven men 
outright and seriously, if not fatally, 
injuring three others. Six of the vic­ 
tims had their heads entirely torn from 
their bodies, and were otherwise mutil­ 
ated 
beyond recognition. 
The dead 
are: 
A. L. BOUCHETTE, president of the 
Nebraska Lumber company. 
GRANT HAMMERLY, engineer. 
CHARLES 
WALFORTH, 
section 
foreman. 
CHARLES SMITH, section hand. 
WYLIE SARGENT, mill hand. 
A MAN, known about the mill as 
“Frenchy,” but whose right name could 
not be ascertained. 
ANOTHER UNKNOWN MAN. 
The wounded are: 
Ban A. Hartman, fireman; arms ter­ 
ribly lacerated and painfully scalded 
about face and neck. 
B. O. Sullivan, section hand: badly 
scalded. 
— Dowling, scalded about the face 
and neck. 
Reports as to how the explosion hap­ 
pened arc somewhat conflicting. 
One 
report is that the engine had just left 
Duchette, and had jumped the -track. 
The men crowded around to get the 
engine back, when the explosion oc­ 
curred. The engine was what is known 
as a Shay, with the machinery on one 
side, and the drivers propelled by cog 
wheels. 
Just what caused the explo­ 
sion will probably never be 
known. 
The water which supplied the engine 
had been low, and muddy, and the sedi­ 
ment is said to have caked in the bot­ 
tom of the boiler until it became dan­ 
gerous. 
Another reason given is that 
the engineer let his water get low with 
a hot fire and turned on the injector. 
An eye witness says he heard the noise, 
and squatted between the 
ties 
and 
looked. 
Iron flew through the sky 
like shot. 
The men who met death 
never knew what killed them. A sharp 
report, a rain-like patter of iron, and it 
was all over. 
Six of the dead were 
buried near the scene of their death, 
and the remains of Mr. Bouchette were 
brought here and forwarded to Orange.

—Mr. Harrison, the official who was in 
charge of the laborers who were open­ 
ing a road from the Barima to the 
Cuyuni river within the Schomburgk 
line, when they were stopped by a 
force of armed Venezuelans on June 
15, has been arrested by the Venezue­ 
lans under fresh orders from Caracas 
and carried to the Venezuelan station 
opposite Uruan, the Venezuelans claim­ 
ing the right to arrest foreigners on 
the left bank of the Cuyuni. 
The arrest of Mr. Harrison has 
aroused the colony of British Guiana 
and the population demands that Great 
Britain take immediate and 
decisive 
action in the case. 
When the Venezuelans first stopped 
the laborers from proceeding with the 
work orders were sent from George­ 
town to Mr. Harrison not to offer re­ 
sistance, but to withdraw under pro­ 
test. 
London, 
June 
23.—The 
Graphic, 
commenting upon the advices from 
Georgetown as to the arrest by 
the 
Venezuelan authorities 
of Mr. 
Har­ 
rison, the British official in charge of 
the laborers, says: 
“It seems 
that 
Venezuela throws over the American 
commission and is desirous of settling 
with us direct by the ordeal of battle. 
The duty of the British government 
is clear. 
Reparation must be imme­ 
diately demanded and enforced.” 
The Chronicle says of the news from 
Guiana: 
“It is intolerable that while 
the United States and Great Britain 
are 
negotiating, 
the 
Venezuelans 
should take such action. We must tell 
the government at Caracas that they 
will have to release Harrison, apolo­ 
gize for his arrest, and make amends. 
“Venezuela could not have adopted 
a more unfortunate action in her own 
interest. It is easy to see that an at­ 
tempt will be at once made here to re­ 
move the frontier question from the 
region of argument and conciliation to 
the atmosphere of passion and preju­ 
dice. 
“But the two questions must be kept 
apart. The boundary must be settled 
calmly, while the violence done to Har­ 
rison must be promptly undone.” 
Washington, June 23.—No official ad­ 
vices have been received in diplomatic 
circles of the arrest of Mr. Harrison, 
as reported in 
the above dispatch. 
Surprise is not expressed at the con­ 
flict of authority, as the opinion is 
that such difficulties may be expected 
so long as the boundary question re­ 
mains unsettled. The affair is similar 
in many respects to the Uruan inci­ 
dent of a year ago.

Washington, June 23.—It is with no 
little concern that the president and 
Secretary Olney are awaiting the con­ 
fidential reports from Consul-General 
Lee on the situation in 
Cuba. The 
president has not been unmindful for 
some weeks past that the time was not 
far distant when the United States, in 
the interest ot its citizens and human­ 
ity, might find it necessary to inter­ 
vene. 
“Ever since congress adjourned I’ve 
been keeping my eye on the adminis­ 
tration, expecting it to play a card in 
the Cuban affair so it could get entire 
credit for the 
results. The 
reports 
said to be en route to the United States 
from Gen. Lee may hasten the com­ 
mencement of the game.” This state­ 
ment was made by Senator Morgan, 
chairman of the subcommittee of the 
foreign relations committee of the sen­ 
ate. Senator Morgan is bitter against 
the president because he does not think 
that official treated the senate fairly in 
the Cuban matter. The senator con­ 
tinued: 
“In any event all the president can 
lawfully do is to 
grant 
belligerent 
rights to the Cubans. He can not di­ 
rect armed intervention without au­ 
thorization by congress. If he did so 
he would be acting unlawfully. 
“But he has already acted unlaw­ 
fully. He did so when he refused the 
polite request of the senate subcommit­ 
tee for full information in regard to 
the Competitor case. In section 2001 
of the revised statutes you will find 
that the president is required, when­ 
ever it comes to his knowledge that an 
American citizen is unjustly deprived 
of his liberty, to demand of the gov­ 
ernment holding bim the reason for 
his detention and to demand his re­ 
lease if it appears wrongful. 
“Congress was allowed to adjourn 
without making any provision at all 
for meeting an emergency 
such as 
might arise as a result of the consid­ 
eration 
of Gen. 
Lee’s 
report. The 
president knew full well that if he had 
so desired congress would have given 
him all the authority he desired and 
would have adjourned for its vacation 
just the same. It is my opinion Mr 
Cleveland is anxious to aid the cause 
of ‘sound money’ at the convention by 
playing a card in the Cuban matter 
just at the present time. He would go 
to war- if it were necessary to accom­ 
plish his ends.”
